over the Ohio Central and the Big Four 
roads. 


The wrecked train was in charge of 


Conductor Thomas H. Hall, with En- 
gineer Hedges at the throttle. An As- 
oclated Frees dispatch from Bucyrus, 
ent out early this morning, states 
tat the train broke in two and 
ie collision of the two sections was 
ie cause of the disaster. This is far 
rom the truth, as both the conductor 
nd engineer say that there was no 
oticeable jar to the train when it 
topped for the crossing, and that tbe 
xplosion did not occur until the train 
ad started forward again. The wreck 
a costly one, aud being due to the
